Coming Evenis,

Otis Skinner, who Is well and favorably
known In Omaha, but has never appeared
here as a star, will make his Nrst bld for
popular favor In that capacity at the Crelgh-
ton next Thursday evenlng, when he will
begin o half week's engagement with a pro-
duction of “Hamlet." The press, and es-
pecially the Chicago papers, has been uni-
formly kind to Mr. Skinner, not only In the
character of the melancholy Dane, but in
other tragle and romantic roles which he
has unilértaken; and Omaha thedter-goers
who remember his admirable work In sup-
port of Mme, Modjeska for a number of
seasons will not doubt that the praise which
his more ambitious efforts have received ls
fully deserved.

Mr. Bkinner's repertory here will inelude
“Hamlet,” “Romeo and Juliet,'" *“The Lady
of Lyons' and his new romentle play, A
Soldier of Fortune,” which was produced
for the first time in Ckieago a couple of,
wecks ago with ungualified success.  Thoe
seencs of the play are lald in Italy at tke
beginning of the sixteenth century, 4 perlod
of history which is Intensely interesting
both to authors, readers and to play-goers,
It offers many opportunities for quaint stage
gettings and haudsome costumes.
